London, Dec. 11.—Mr. D. Lloyd-George, 


Radical, member for the Carnarvon dis- 
trict, brought together in the bouse of 
(caissons jestcrduy a series of accusa- 
tions against Mr. Chamberlain that had 
bseu appearing in the newspaper's and 
moved that no member of the govern- 
ment ought to ha\e a direct or Indirect 
interest in concerns competing for gov- 
ciunicnt contracts. 


He pointed out that the secretary of 


state for the colonies held 5,000 shares 
and other members of his family 07,000 
shares in the Birmingham trust, which in 
turn was a share owner in the Tubes, 
limited, making £10,000 a year out of gov 
vrntnent contracts. He asserted also that 
Mr. Chamberlain and his relatives held 
shares worth from £230,000 to £250,000 
in Elliott's Metal company, contractors 
to the admiraltj, and shares valued nt 
£250,000 in Kynoch's Dynamite coinpa 
iiy, contractors to the war office. 


After enumerating other companies in 


which the Chamberlain family, he assert- 
ed, had interests, Mr. Lloyd-George de 
clared that he was not attacking the pri- 
vate character of the minister, but ha<] 
raise'd the matter because "this case 
might be usied as a precedent later to jus- 
tify corruption."

An or- 
der had been issued closing the shops as 
n result of the strike. The officials latar 
decided it to be useless for the shops to 
be kept closed, as they say the strike will 
bt> of small proportions. 


General Manager Mudgc professes to 


be sanguine that the strike is at an end 
and talks as follows regarding the revo- 
cation of the order for closing the shops: 


"The strike amounts to so little and the 


situation is so favorable that to shut 
down the shops is not necessary. If the 
operators had succeeded in tying up tbf 
system and had prevented the operation 
of trains, we would have had nothing lor 
the men in the shops to do. As it is, with 
our trains running very close to schedule 
and no practical interruption to our busi- 
ness, there will be the regular work to do 
and no reason why It should not be done. 


"We have word that on the California 


lines the operators arc back to work. On 
the Southern California and San Joaquiu 
Valley there- is none out. They went out 
when the order to strike was,*jseut, but 
came back shortly afterward. They havt 
no grievance and are under contract. On 
the Hanta Fe Pacific there are about of! 
operators out, according to our informa 
tion. One hundred and twenty-three mon 
went out on the Oulf line in the original 
strike, which was the whole number em 
ployed."

WESTERN FARM LABORERS. 


TUB Transient Worker* Who BtarvMt th« 


North Dakota Wheat Crop*. 


There is a season between May and the 


middle of July during which the army of 
'"hands" who work on these North Dakota 
wheat farms wait for the' crops to ripen. 
In fact, except the half score of men who 
are regularly employed upon each place, 
all the men w ho arc engaged upon the big 
farms—in plowing season, at seeding 
time, during harvest and when the season 
for thrashing comes, the men who do tho 
most important work—are transient labor- 
ers. Frequently they are birds of passage, 
whose faces are familiar to the foremen, 
but v, hose homes may be a thousand miles 
a^vav. Men of this character are not "bo- 
b6cs," yet now and then a tramp does 
"rest from his loved employ" and work 
with the "hardest hands." A majority 
of tho laborers come from the south in 
harvest time. These men are regular har- 
vesters, who begin with the early June 
harvest iu Oklahoma, worlqng northward 
until the season closes in the Rod river 
country. 
i 


Men of this class never pay railroad 


fare. Thousands of them—perhaps 15 
men for every 1,000 acres in wheat—ride 
into the bonanza district on the "blind 
baggage" on passenger trains. "When they 
have leisure and a tabte for scenery, they 
jolt placidly across the continent homo- 
ward bound in what tho lingo of the cult 
calls "side door sleepers." 
Many of these 


workmen live in the larger towns in tho 
middle west—in St. Louis, in Omaha, in 
St. Paul, in Chicago or in Milwaukee. 
And they bring homo probably 51,000,000 
in wages. They are steady, industrious 
men with no bad habits and small ambi- 
tions. On the bost farms there is no drink- 
ing, 
and card playing is strictly prohibit- 


ed. The foremen say that cards keep men 
out of bed at night, and they ha^s o not 
their best strength to work during tho 
day. 
There are no amusements on tho 


farm, and at 9 o'clock the fatigue usually 
drives the men to bed.—William Allen 
White in Scribncr's.

But why? According to all tbo mathe- 


matical rules we learned at school and 
college, the faster a moving body swings 
along a certain course, the more difllcull 
it Is to swerve it from its path, and tho 
more terrible is tho collision if it shoult 
strike an obstacle. 


Why, 
then, is not rapid running more 


dangerous than slow? "Because the en 
glues used for this service are larger, bet 
ter equipped and bettor cared for than any 
others," the engineer would reply. "Thcj 
arc provided with every modern device to 
prevent accident, and, though they fairlj 
fly along tho track, they are never beyond 
our immediate control. And, then, we'ro 
more wide awake and alert for danger.' 


"The danger is less for the reason tha 


everybody along tho line is looking ou 
for tho rapid tilers," would say tho trail 
dispatcher. "They have tho right of way 
and we always clear the tracks for tho es 
presses 
They are special favorites, anc 


we give extra careful attention to them.'

Storing; Vecetablea. 


For cabbages and potatoes there is n 


necessity of digging a trench. A plac 
can be cleared off in tbe surface of th 
ground 3 or 4 feet wide and as long as 
may be needed. Sot a good stout forked 
stake at each end and lay in thcro a good 
stout pole. Pile tho cabbage or potatoes 
under this, putting a layer of straw in the 
bottom and then cover with straw. Take 
boards and set one end in the ground and 
the other against tho long pole. Tako 
pains to make all tight so that the dirt 
will not be drifting through. 
Then put 


on a good layer of earth, leaving a hole 
for ventilation in the top and providing 
good drainage on tho outside. 


Later on, after there is a good, freeze, put 


in another layer of earth or straw—either 
one will answer—and, at the same time 
stop up the hole left for ventilation. This 
will make a more even temperature than 
if all lihe covering is put on at once. There 
are two advantages with this plan. One 
is that it is easier to provide good drain- 
age, and the other is that the vegetables 
will be moro convenient to get at. 


Apples, beets, carrots, turnips—in fact, 


vegetables of any kind—can be stored in 
the samo way and will readily keep in a 
good condition.—St. Louis Republic.

It is the Venice of the 
arrow canals and tortuous streets—in 
iiort, tho Venice of the poorer classes with 
vhich we should mako ourselves familiar, 


ml this many tourists fail to do. 
Prompted by the above reflections, we 


elected u bright morning for an early ex- 
urslon to tho ghetto, the home of tbo im- 
nortal Shylook and the bewitching Jcs- 
ica. Our gondolier, Giovanni, a fine 
ooking man of graceful bearing and frank 
manners, had already xipon more than one 
ccasiou shown himself well versed in the 
topography of Venice, and we could there- 
ore let him "jkddlo his own canoe" with- 
ut the slightest misgiving, of not roach- 
ng our destination. 


Upon this morning we followed for a 


hort distance tho windings of the Grand 
,aual and thelrt dived suddenly into one of 
hoso narrow canals that form an almost 
nextricable network through the city. It 


like stepping from tho bright sun into 


he shade. 
As wo glided on we observed that wo 


vero entering a region of yet narrower 
anuls anil darker streets, and when, a 
ittle farther, wo again crossed one of tho 
erpontine windings of the Grand canal to 


into the Cannareggio indications of 
ty and want met our eye everywhere. 


1'hvJ streets on either hand were swarming 
,vith a matlcy, ill nourished and scantily 
clad population, who, unlike the usually 
ci\ il Venetian, followed our gondola with 
on inquisitive stare. Impure odors and 
unhealthy surroundings were evidently no 
strangers here, and tho beneficent effects 
of fresh air and bright sunshine seemed 
almost unattainable in tho tortuous pas- 
sages and ill ventilated courts. 


In a moment more our gondolier stopped 


at a stona landing and pointed to a t>ign 
over a low doorway. We were in tho ghet- 
to 
A voluble little Hebrew met us as wo 


debarked and offered his services as clce- 
ronc, at the same time assuring us of the 
variety of interest in store and of the case 
\\ ith which ho could, lend tho way. Ac- 
companied, therefore, by him und our gon- 
dolier, wo berfjnour pilgrimage afoot into 
tho very heart of tho abodes of tho chobon 
people, G uidobooks and personal inquiry 
had \varnod us not to oypcct to find much 
of interest in tha ghetto as it is today, 
and, 
in fact, it has lost many of tho pic- 


turesque and characteristic features that 
made it. famous CO years ago. 


The Venetian .Tews of today are any- 


thing but asupprcsbcd and persecuted peo- 
ple, und tho fact that Christian and Israel- 
ite live contentedly side by sldo proves 
conclusively how little the differences of 
race and religion affect their daily Inter- 
CD .rso. At present moro than one of tho 
handsomer palaces are owned by Hebrews, 
who can peacefully enjoy tho privileges of 
their wealth and citizenship. It Is there- 
fore surprising that tho majority of the 
Jews of Venice should still chooso to dwell 
amid their squalid butroundlngs, and the 
only reason for their choice can be traced 
to their love for the old homo and associa- 
tions of their forefathers. 
And what a 


home! The farther wo penetrated tho more 
we wore struck by tho poverty stricken ap- 
pearance of tho place. The atmosphere 
seemed heavy and close between the higli, 
dingy houses, and tho pavements were 
anything but cleanly, while the alr\\«o 
filled with tho shrill voices of men and 
women calling to each other, many of 
whom lounged before their doorways or 
leaned lazily out of the windows 
Every- 


where one mot Syrian eyes and hooked 
noses, which, coupled with the cheap, care- 
less aspect of the dwellings and shops, re- 
minded one unpleasantly of pawnbrokers' 
stablishments. 
It was evident from appearances that 
10 Jews of the gllbtto had not forgotten 
lie purpose for which they were called 
iack to Venice from their exilo in tho fif- 
ienth century. At that time—a period 
f great luxury and expenditure—tho men 
nd women of fashion found it an imper- 
tivo necessity to have some means of rais- 
ng money for paying off their debts. With 
his end in view tho banished Israelites 
\ererecallcd to become the pawnbrokers 
,nd money lenders of tho city. 
The un- 


lappy people did not light upon a bod of 
oses. Their return was tho signal for 
resh persecution and tyranny. 


They wero not only forced to live in the 


most unhealthy part of Venice, an exit 
jeing prohibited by law and rendered im- 
Kissible by five iron gates, but they were 
ithorwise distinguished from the Chris- 
ians by tho wearing of a yellow badge 
upon their breasts, not to speak of differ- 
in t shades and styles of headgear. Bo- 
ttles these arbitrary restrictions they were 
illowed no profession but medicine. And, 
although all this has changed, it is not 
trange that, from niero forco of habit 
through many centuries, tho Jews of tho 
ghetto should still bear the stamp of those 
occupations that were forced upon them 
in the middle ages. 


As we advanced our guide kept up a 


steady flow of conversation, intermingled 
with countless extravagant gestures, so 
;hat it was at times difficult to interpret 


meaning. At all events, there was 


plenty to observe. Moro than one possible 
Shylook and dark eyed Jessica crossed our 
path and for tho moment distracted our 
attention from their noisy brethren. It 
was In vain, however, that wo glanced 
Into the air and upon the pavements for 
the feathery remains of geese, tho fat of 
which was formerly substituted by the 
Jews for lard. The devoted birds wero 
evidently extinct in these quarters. 


Owing to tbo extreme simplicity of tho 


ghetto's topography it is easy to obtain 
an exact idea of its limits during the time 
that the Jews wero kept under lock and 
key, 
the cavities in the stone walls for the 


bolts and binges ol tho five iron doors bo- 
Ing still plainly visible. 
At that time there were no bridges com- 


municating with tho outsido world, so 
that tbe ghetto enjoyed complete isola- 
tion. And both the erection of bridges and 
the final abolishment of tho gates date 
from the Italian independence after the 
battle of Solferino. 


How greatly slnoo then has tho lot of 


the Venetian Jews improved when, as 
our guide assured us, the chosen people 
wero given two hours overy day in which 
to cross tho limits of the ghetto in order 
to find something to oat, there belpg noth- 
ing to eat at homo 1 
But in spite of tbe many Improvement* 


Of today It wns with a feeling of relict 
that wo turned our backs upon tho crowd- 
ed way* and noisy pooplo to breathe again 
the purer air and-brighter •uiwblnt of tit* 
world btyeu*.—N »w York SUB.

companion on the stage, like a gaudily 
paiuted wooden doll. She speaks to him 
confidentially, three feet awaj, so that 
every man in the back row of the audi- 
torium can hear what she says; moving 
her features in the coquetti&h byplay of 
timid love with the well defined and pos- 
itive motions of a jumping jack pulled by 
a string. If the most graceful and deli- 
cate of our actresses should carry the 
technical methods of the stage to an aft- 
ernoon reception, she would be a cuiiosity 
and a "holy terror."— Century Magazine.

A Dlceaxe Wlilcjli Cannot TlirlTe In 


FrMh AIF Hind Suullvht. 


Typhus fever is fortunately very rare 


in this country at the present day, al- 
though \ve even yet hear occasionally of 
cases, in. our large cities during the win- 
ter season. It used to prevail extensively 
in 11 eland, and epidemics were often 
btaited in American seaport towns by 
importation ol1 the disease in emigrant 
ships. It is said &U11 to exist in Dublin, 
Lh ui pool and London to some extent, 
but Mexico is now its chief stronghold. 
Many cases occur every winter in the 
City of Mexico -and elsewhere on the 
great central plateau of Mexico, and 
bometinies tourists from this country 
catch it there and bring it home with 
them. 


The disease usually begins suddenly in 


Ihe midfct of apparent health With a chill, 
prostration, severe pain in the head and 
limbs and high fever; the pulse is rapid, 
the face flushed, the skip hot and dry, 
Ihe mouth parched. An almost constant 
byniptom is nosebleed, which occurs on 
the third or tourth day of tho disease, 
unii another is constipation. 


The disease has a characteristic erup- 


tion which in the be^innin^ ret.cmbles 
somewhat that of measles. It comes out | 
in patches of a reddish or pink color, first 
on tho chest and then on the rest of the 
body aud the limbs. 
Later the color 


changes to a dusky purple. 


The nervous symptoms are marked. 


They consist at first of headache and diz- 
ziness, but soon the patient falls into a 
stupor from which he can be aroused only 
with difliculty or else ho becomes deliri- 
ous muttering constant!} to himself in a 
dull, confused way or perhaps becoming 
violent and having to be restrained by 
force from doiiig himself injurj. 


The aflectiou is probably a ^erin dis- 


ease, although the microbe, if there is 
ono, has not jet been discovered. It is 
pic-cuiineutly a disease of human crowd- 
ing, as the old names of ship fever and 
jail level testify. 
It cannot thrive in 


the open air aud is never to he feared by 
tho.su \\hose dwellings are Hooded with 
fresh air and sunlight. Even those al- 
teadj buiicd %\ith the lever aie not infie- 
quently &a\cd if iiio-ved out of the hos- 
pital M n i d or bedioom and kept in tents 
or actually iu tho open air viith only a 
shelter suppoited on polcb over tho bed. 


Theic i^ no specific remedy for the dis- 


ease, -which is a •very fatal one. Open 
air, cleanliness and good nursing are the 
patient's only salvation.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

•u ny until he landed on his head. 


All the testimony he hub collected goes 


to show that falling is a real treat, about 
ti million times nicer than tobogganin 
and that, if it were not for the painful 
and often fatal consequences, it tclipses 
golf and automobiling as a diversion. 


Although unable to collect evidence 


fiom persons who have been killed out- 
right by falling. Professor Heirn is sat- 
isfied that they felt no more aud uo less 
than his witnesses, most of whom were 
dabliutl into unconsciousness at the end 
of their trip. 


His conclusion is that the act of fall- 


ing brings no pain, no paralyzing terror, 
no anxiety, no despair—in a word, it is 
far less disagreeable than almost 
other mode of death. 


Ligrist, the Alpine climber, fell' back- 


nard fioni a cbtf and was nearlj 
in tho valley below. lie told Profcssoi 
Ileiin afterward that he was conscious 
fiom beginning to end of his fall aud en- 
joyed the sensation of being wafted like 
thistle down through the air. 
lie reviewed the causes, leading up to 


the accident, saw himself a dead man and 
traced in unagination tho fortunes of his 
fatherless family. There was no brcath- 
lessncss, no suffering from the shock, no 
paiu even when Ligrist struck the sncw 
covered ground and lost consciousness. 
Not until he was brought to his senses 
did his sufferings begin.—Pittsburg Press.

It is also n fact that such 
fruits as the apple, the pear and the plum, 
when taken ripe aud without sugar, di- 
minish acidity in tho stomach rather than 
provoke it.—New York Ledger.

They net only demonstrate what fashion 
and the modo have doomed most appro- 
priate in matters equine, but they also 
show the remarkable improvement which 
has taken place in this country during re- 
cent years In the classification of tho •* ari- 
ous breeds of horses according to their 
several spheres of pleasure and utility. H 
is a mistake to say that tho open air or 
local horse show caters only to the fashion- 
able clement. On tho contrary, they are 
mucti broader in their scopo and afford 
opportunities 
for equine 
competition 


among the local population far in excess 
of what was possible under tho old regime- 
They are peculiarly adapted toass.'si; farm, 
ers as well as tho breeders of llv e stock 
for they tend to keep before them animals 
of approved conformation, color nntl char 
acteristics, such as can bo mo&t profitably 
produced, and for which there is always u.

Standing on made ground over the very 


spot where Robert Fulton sailed his fir&t 
steamboat is tho celebrated shot tower 
that has entcied into the romance nnd 
tragedy of the great city for generations, 
b'rom its top one may look clown into 
the courtyard of the Tombs prison, and 
years ago, when murderers were hanged 
there, newspaper men were wont to 
watch from the tower and signal the 
news of death to other watchers posted 
on the roofs of newspaper offices on Park 
row. 
Many men have been killed by 


the shot made there, and millions of rab- 
bits and statelier game have become vic- 
tims of the fieshpots through its influ- 
ence. 


Every generation or so some crank 


conies forward •vvith a scheme to mako 
small shot without u tower. Every plan 
lias bqeii tried, but not an ounce of small 
shot is on the market except what was 
made in the old fashioned way. The lar- 
gest shot that can bo made in a tower is 
tweiily-Uiree-hunditdths oC an inch in 
diameter. Buckshot and all sizes larger 
aie molded. 


Tho process is extremely simple. 
The 


shot forms itself, and the height of tho 
to.ver has nothing to do with shaping the 
pallets. Height is only uecess>aiy to give 
them time to harden before they come in 
contact with anything that might de- 
stroy their shape. 
The old tower on 


Center street is 170 feet tall. At its bot- 
tom io a well 13 loot deep filled vvith wa- 
ter, into v, hieh the Tiard but hot s'.iot full. 
An endless chain works ut the bottom 
vvith bucket^-, cairyiug the shot up to a 
platform a*, fait as they ict'.ch the bot- 
tom of the well. On a vvoiking day 12 
tous of shot will be rained down from 
the giddy to? iUo this well. a;iJ the wa- 
ter will bo kept l.i^si; s «ith the torrent. 
But that is a little detail of the manu- 
factme. 
The real t>Uill is required in 


mixing tLc lead to be poured. 


Melt pure load and pour it through the 


colander at the t.ip of the tower, and it 
v. ill be taken f.-uiu tho water hi t,hort 
str.ns-j. mo! e like crt eked nails than shot. 
To make* the lead form pellets it must be 
shortened or "slmrpcmed," jut>t as a 
housovv lie bhortens dough w ith lard to 
make pu1 clUbl. The bhuiteuiuj? for load 
is arsenic. 


The amount of arsenic used is, so slight 


and so peilectly abs>i:iulaU-ii by the lead 
that it is> huiiiili s.s. It M mixed with the 
lead thus: On the bottom of a great re- 
toit is placed a heap of 40 pounds, of pure 
a iconic. Over it is placed an iron crown, 
w h i c h fit*, iiiitiurht. Ou top of this K put 
n ton of cold lead. The lead is then hoat- 
ed. Tin- moment it begins to show ivJ an 
attendant nliuiKcs an iron rod into it and 
upsets tl.e iron crown, or bowl. Unit held 
the sirPi'iiio do\vn. The poison is thus re- 
leased at the bottom of the hot U-ad. It 
begh'b to work its. w:iv up through the 
mass, but liy tlu- tiuio it reaches the sur- 
face there is barely a lume of it left, the 
lead having alisoibod it. 


Lend tlnisj t rented is ns biittle as quick- 


silver, and a bit of it dropped on the floor 
will fly in o tlnnis<in<l directions and come 
to rest iu a myriad of tiny pollets. It is 
too btittie for s>liot. It is "shot stock." 
One bundled pou< ds of tl'U block it, melt- 
ed with 1.000 pounds, of pure lead, and 
the iT&ultur.t iui\tuio is bhort enough for 
shot and K tun off into burs of '200 pounds 
wciglit oath. 


At tLe top rf the tower on a sort of dais 


is a melting pot. The prepared lead is 
hoisted tJ thii on an elevator. The colan- 
der, 
which is like those used in any Kitch- 


en. <>Hy vn«=t!y more heavy, is a foot in 
c'.ia'1-iner. !t ij placed over the center oC 
u wooden tabe tune foot In diameter that 
stands in Use center of the tower. Scum 
f loin boiling lead is powdered, and the 
bottom of the cc'.andcr is covered vvith it 
to tho depth of half an inch. On the top 
of this the load is poured. It percolates 
through the powder and drops, through 
the holes exactly us water thiotigh a fil- 
ter. Each diop that leaves the suspended 
colander is a peifectly rounded shot. Its 
form is never changed for ttie better. Aft- ! 
er the drops begin to let go they fall so 
fast from the i.iuny holes that to the eye 
they seem like solid streams of lend in- 
stead of n succession of tiny globes. Thu 
rain of metal gleams like silver and is a 
pietty thing to look at. But if one were 
to thrust one's head into the shower one's 
head would be chewed off in a twinkling, 
especially at the bottom, for tbe bpoed it 
ucqniies in it.s full is almost ns great as 
that it has when fired from a gun. 


Neatly every stranger who visits the 


tower for the first titne wants to poke his 
hand into the stream to see how bard it is 
falling. 
Recently a wise young man 


uith u silk hat insisted on holding out 
his hand, and the engineer jerked him 
back juf>t in time to save the hand. The 
young man then held out bis hat to catch 
a hatful of the shot. The bnt was eaten 
up so quickly that only a few bits of it 
could be fished from the well. The en- 
gineer then held a pine board into the 
rain, nnd when the shot passed right 
through it the visitor shuddered at the 
thought of the band he might have taken 
home. 


To ward against accidents the lead is 


dropped down a wooden tube. The tube 
is open here and there to let the air cir- 
culate freely. 
The hot shot In falling 


will often swerve to one side and beat 
against the sides. About one-third of the 
shot dropped is ruined by this or by be- 
ing beaten out of shape in striking the 
water. The only recent improvement In 
making shot is in driving a blast of iced 
air up the tube through which the shot 
falls. 
Thus a shorter fall will harden 


the shot, but BT the chilled air is costly 
the tnll tower is just as valuable as ever. 


The holes in the colander do not regu- 


Inte tho size of the shot absolutely, for 
six or more sizes of shot will often be 
secured from the same pouring. Moro ot 
less shortening will make the drops larger 
or smaller through the same hole. Thus 
lead nearly pure will hold on longer be-

SEED TRANSPORTATION.

The seeds that steal their rides by at- 


taching themselves to animals are very 
numerous and strike one at once on ac- 
count of tho extreme ingenuity that has 
been expended in devising moans far ac- 
complishing the end. 
Most of them oatch 


In tho fur or the feathers of the wild or 
the tame creatures and remain there until 
brushed off either accidentally or volun- 
tarily. Any one who has gathered a choice 
assortment of beggars' 'ticks'on his cloth- 
ing can testify to the pertinacity with 
which they cling and cannot help but ad- 
mire the ingenious way in which nature 
has taxed him for a portion of the carry- 
ing trade in seeds. Sometimes the seed 
adheres by means of a glue which coats it, 
one of the Virginia mistletoes being of 
this kind. But tho more common method 
of attachment is by hooks. A single coarse 
hook or a pair is quite sufficient for some 
of the larger seeds, whoso weight might 
fracture flner hooks. Others, like the car- 
rot, have a few hooks, and from this they 
grade upward numerically till we recog- 
nize our close friend ••the burdock, whoso 
adhesion is so perfect that one might 
readily believe it to be gummy. Tho hooks 
may appear on any or on all parts of tho 
seed or the case containing It in Inftnlto 
variety in form and position. 


Then, again, seeds steal transportation 


in other and strange ways. Some of them 
incaso themselves in toothsome fruits or 
berries which are freely eaten by the wild 
animals and birds. In this group the 
seeds have a hard coat which it) not affect- 
ed by tho digestive processes, so that the 
vitality and germinating powers are not 
Injured by tho short sojourn In the uni 
mill's stomach, und at tho lust iind thorn 
selves established in life perhaps at a groat 
distance from tho ancestral estate. Others 
still present their credentials to the ani 
muls in tbo slmtio of an ebculeut pod like 
tho bt. John's brend, while others have 
still different forms of attractiveness as 
food.—Boston Transcript.
